DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12, 19, 21 and 23-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1 and 19, 21, 23 and 25, the closest prior arts, Kingdon et 
al. (US 6,138,003) and Johansson et al. (US 6,442,391) fail to disclose or render obvious that 
allowing a remote source to know either an identity or a location of a wireless communication 
device while prohibiting the remote source from knowing both the identity and location of the 
wireless device, as combined with other limitations in the claims. 

Claims 2-12 depend on claim 1. Therefore, they are allowed. 

Claim 24 depend on claim 23. Therefore, they are allowed.
